An Elba man is facing 
attempted murder and rob- 
bery charges for his role in 
a New Year’s Eve shooting 
that occurred on Hardin 
Street in Opp. 

Law enforcement offi- 
cials said John Patrick 
Burrell was confronted by 
Dontae Rogers at gunpoint. 

“Rogers made contact 
with Burrell, pointed the 
gun at him and tried to rob 
him for ‘everything he 
had.’ Burrell and Rogers 
got into a tussle, and then 


Rogers fired a shot hitting 
Burrell in the right leg,” 
Kevin Chance, assistant 
police chief the Opp Police 
Department said. 

From there, Rogers fled 
the scene to a nearby apart- 
ment complex. 

Burrell was transferred to 
Mizell Memorial Hospital 
with non-life threatening 
injuries. 

Rogers was arrested 
when he came in for an 
interview, police said.

District Attorney Tom Anderson announces 
a $5,000 reward in Sara Starr murder case

Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney Tom 
Anderson announced a 
reward Thursday, Jan. 4, in 
the ongoing investigation 
of the Sara Starr murder. 

Starr, a mother of four 
children, was killed 
Monday, Nov. 27, at her 
residence on County Road 
647 near Enterprise. At the 
time of her death, Starr also 
was a fourth grade teacher 
at an elementary school in 
Enterprise. 

She was 36-years-old at 
the time of her murder. 

During a press confer- 
ence held last Thursday 
afternoon, Jan. 4, at the 
Coffee County Sheriff's 
Office, the district attorney 
said he and Sheriff Dave 
Sutton and Chief Deputy 
R.W. Whitworth wanted to 
remind the community and 
people of Coffee County 
that all agencies involved 
with this murder investiga- 
tion are still meeting regu- 
larly and following up on 
any and all leads they 
receive. 

Anderson said the FBI, 
SBI, Enterprise Police and, 
of course, the District

District 2 U. S. House seat 


Rich Hobson has 
declared as a candidate for 
the U. S. House of 
Representatives, represent- 
ing the 2° Congressional 
District, which covers the 
Southeast part of Alabama 
and includes Coffee 
County. Martha Roby is the 
incumbent in that seat and 
is expected to seek a fifth 
term in the office. Both are 
Republicans. 

Other announced 
Republican candidates for 
the office include State 
Representative Barry 
Moore, of Enterprise and 
Tommy Amason of 
Autauga County. 

Hobson made his official 
announcement a week ago 
in several stops, which 
began early Wednesday 
morning Montgomery and 
ended in Enterprise. 

Hobson was educated in 
the Enterprise school sys- 
tem and attended Enterprise 
Community College before 
transferring to the 
University of Alabama. 

He is the son of Charlotte 
Hobson and the late 
Richard Hobson of Elba. 

Dr Hobson, 56 years old, 
now lives in Montgomery 
with his wife of 35 years, 
Susie who was also educat- 
ed in the Enterprise ‘school 
system. They attend 
Lakeview Baptist Church 
and are the parents of two 
married daughters and have 
a grandson and grand- 
daughter. 

Hobson was the adminis- 
trative director of the 
Alabama Judicial System 
while Judge Roy Moore 
served as chief justice. 
Most recently, Hobson 
served as Roy Moore’s 
campaign manager for the 
2017 U.S. Senate special 
election. 


Hobson has also served 
as the executive director of 
the Foundation for Moral 
Law, a nonprofit legal 
organization that fights for 
religious liberties across the 
nation. 

In his announcement 
speech he made it clear that 
he still strongly supports 
the issues that his former 
boss, Roy Moore supports. 

He said, “I plan to work 
hard in this campaign to 
restore the values that made 
us great. Just like the 
Greatest Generation saved 
our country in World War 
Il, I want to be part of the 
generation that fights to 
save our country from those 
who seek to destroy our 
values.” 

Hobson said his priorities 
in Congress would be to 
prioritize spending to 
rebuild the military, to “put 
America on a path to per- 
manent prosperity,” in part 
by making taxes the lowest 
in the world, and “remind- 
ing America what made us 
great, our Judeo-Christian 
values.” 

Hobson said he support- 
ed President Trump’s poli- 
cies, calling for a full repeal 
of Obamacare and the con- 
struction of a border wall 
along the Mexican border. 

Hobson said before a 
wall can be built, the gov- 
ernment should use the mil- 
itary to secure the border. 

Hobson recently signed a 
Term Limits Pledge, pro- 
moted by U.S. Term Limits 
(USTL). The group boasts 
of more than 50 pledge 
signers in Congress. The 
pledge is a promise to vote 
for a limit of three terms 
(six years) in the House of 
Representatives and two 
terms in the Senate (12 
years).

ADPH offers free radon test kits 


Do you know that winter 
is the perfect time to pro- 
tect the health of yourself 
and your family from 
radon? 

Radon is the second lead- 
ing cause of lung cancer in 
the United States, and is the 
leading cause of lung can- 
cer in nonsmokers. 

“The Environmental 
Protection Agency esti- 
mates radon causes 21,000 
deaths in the U.S. a year,” 
said David Walter, director 
of the Office of Radiation 
Control, Alabama 
Department of Public 
Hedlth (ADPH). “The best 
time to test for radon is dur- 
ing the colder months, 
when your home is closed 
and radon levels are likely 
to build to their highest 
concentrations. So this is 
the time of year to test your 
home for cancer-causing 
radon gas, and we encour- 
age you to urge friends and 
family to test their homes 
as well. 

High levels of indoor 
radon have been found in 
many areas of Alabama; 
however, radon appears to 
occur most frequently in 
homes across the Tennessee 
Valley and in the foothills 


of the Appalachian 
Mountains from Jefferson 
and Shelby counties 


through Cleburne County. 
Because radon is a color- 
less, odorless gas that 
occurs naturally in soil and 
rocks through the break- 
down of uranium, testing is 
the only way to know the 
radon level in a home. 
Radon test kits weigh 
only a few ounces and cost 
about $15. Testing for 
radon should be done on 
the lowest level of the 
home on which the occu- 
pants spend time, so a fin- 


ished basement or a base- 
ment containing a work- 
shop is a good place to test. 
Kitchens are not recom- 
mended testing areas. 

“Testing directions are 
on the kit, and it only takes 
a few days to obtain a sam- 
ple,” Walter said. “It is easy 
to perform a radon test on 
your home.” 

While radon test kits are 
available at many larger 
home improvement stores, 
Alabama homeowners can 
order kits online through 
the National Radon 
Program Services at sos- 
radon.org/. In addition, one 
free test kit per residence is 
available at alabamapub- 
lichealth.gov/radon. 

If test results are above 
the levels recommended by 
the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
ADPH, homeowners 
should consider installing a 
radon remediation system.

Systems generally cost 
between $1,500 and 
$2,500, depending on the 
square footage of the resi- 
dence and the difficulty in 
finding a suitable pathway 
for the radon removal pipe. 

Homes with a crawl 
space, no gravel under the 
slab, or a completely fin- 
ished lower level some- 
times cost more.

Heart Work 


When God begins a season of sifting in your life, the first 
thing to be tested is the ballast in your life, which is your 
heart. You can’t see It, but the refining of the heart will 
affect everything else you do.

When something is challenging as this happening to us, 
we shouldn’t spend too much time trying to figure out who 
is causing it. The choice we face is simple: will we trust 
God and look to Him throughout the difficulty we face, 
regardless of the cause or not? Read John 16:33. When we 
live in Christ, resting in what He provides for us and prom- 
ises us, renews our hearts. How do we make it through this 


sifting process with our heart? 


First, don’t compare yourself too others. Give God time 
to develop and implement His dream within your life. 
Focus your attention on contribution not just achievement. 
Each of us can make a contribution and when we do, we 
find our achievements to be far greater than we ever imag- 


ined. 


Secondly, humble yourself. Knowing how to humble 
yourself is a key to experiencing God being strong on your 
behalf. (James 4:6). Are you willing to forego taking cred- 
it and passing it on to others instead or do you have to have 
your name in everything? 

Thirdly, discipline yourself. Read 1 Timothy 4:78. Paul 
instructs Timothy to take time in private to prepare for 
what is public. And no one can do those preparations--- 
you daily devotions, your time at home. Your relationship 
with your spouse, your children, your thoughts: 
Working on the things that are mostly unseen will directly 


affect that which is visible to everyone. 


Fourthly, encourage yourself. Read Ist Samuel 30:6. 
David talks to his discouragement and says, “Snap out of 
it! Get back to trusting God! Quit grumbling and start 
praising!” When all you have is Jesus, remember that you 
and Jesus make a majority. Cry out to Him. He will never 
allow you to go through a valley without returning to you 


something that is of greater value. 


REMEMBER: Sometimes you don’t realize Jesus is all 


you need until Jesus is all you’ve got.

Troopers investigate 23 traffic fatalities 
during 17-day holiday travel period 


Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 23 traffic 
deaths during the 
Christmas and New Year’s 
Day holiday travel period, 
which was from 12:01 
a.m. Saturday, Dec. 16, 
2017, to midnight Monday, 
Jan. 1, 2018. 

The total is significantly 
lower than the total from 
the same period | in 2016, 
when Troopers investigated 
31 traffic fatalities. 
The fatal traffic crashes 
occurred in Autauga, 
Baldwin, Calhoun, 
Choctaw, Colbert, Coosa, 
Crenshaw, Cullman, Dallas, 
DeKalb, Escambia, 
Geneva, Limestone, 
Mobile, Russell, St. Clair, 
Shelby and Washington 
counties. Those killed were 
16 drivers, four passengers, 
two pedestrians and one 
bicyclist. 

Of those who died in 
these traffic crashes, 20 
were traveling in vehicles 


equipped with seat belts, 
but 11 of them were not 
using them. Nothing fur- 
ther on these crashes is 
available as Troopers con- 
tinue to investigate. 

Troopers did see five 
zero-fatality days during 
this holiday travel period 
— including Christmas 
Day and New Year’s Day. 
In addition, | Troopers 
wrapped up 2017 with 
fewer traffic fatality 
investigations than the 
previous year. In 2017, 
Troopers investigated 598 
traffic deaths, 73 fewer 
than 2016’s 671 traffic 
deaths. 

Still, the motoring pub- 
lic is encouraged to drive 
responsibly: Buckle up, 
obey speed limits, avoid 
driving under the influ- 
ence of alcohol/drugs, and 
avoid driving when dis- 
tracted. Do pay attention 
to the task of driving, and

On Friday, Jan. 5, 2018, 
representatives from the 
Alabama State Bureau of 
Investigation and the Pike 
County District Attorney’s 


. Office met with immediate 


family members, and their 
attorneys, of the 17-year- 
old juvenile arrested by the 
Troy Police Department on 
December 23, 2017. 

SBI’s standard practice is 
to meet with at least one 
member of the immediate 
family in all its Use of 
Force type investigations, 
if at all possible. These 
meetings are to: introduce 
the family to the SBI repre- 
sentative thereby providing 
the family with an SBI 
point-of-contact, explain 


the investigative process to 
the family, and address 
questions and/or concerns 
of the family. 

In this case, an attorney 
representing the juvenile 
required, in writing, that all 
communication from SBI 
to the family be made 
through the attorney's 
office. SBI complied with 
this request and awaited a 
date and time that agreed 
with the family and their 
attorneys. 

It is understandable for 
members of the family and 
other concerned citizens to 
have questions. It is SBI’s 
responsibility to collect, 
report and communicate all 
related facts in a properly 


legal manner so that the 
criminal justice system is 
best equipped to render a 
finding. 

SBI does not condone 
any premature releases of 
information that could 
jeopardize the rights of all 
involved parties and/or 
undermine the course of 
justice, 

SBI welcomes more 
interaction with the family 
and the juvenile through 
their attorneys, as needed 
to ensure the family is kept 
as informed as possible, 
and to ensure that all relat- 
ed facts and evidence are 
documented.

Exhibit celebrating African women to 
open Thursday at Rosa Parks Museum 


A new exhibit celebrat- 
ing African women and 
their artistic practices will 
open Thursday, Jan. 11, at 
the Rosa Parks Museum at 
Troy University’s 
Montgomery Campus. 

“Power and Beauty: 
Women in African Art” 
from the Collection of 
Donald and Kaye Kole cel- 
ebrates the variety and 
complexity of African 
women and their artistic 
practices. Focused primari- 
ly on historical African art 
forms and concepts, many 
of which were developed 
prior to the late 20th centu- 
ry, the exhibited works dis- 
play the impact women 
have made historically in 
the sphere of African arts 
and culture. 

An opening reception for 
the exhibit will be held at 6 
p.m., Thursday, in the 
museum’s gallery. 

More than 600 million 
women live in Africa 
today. They inhabit the big 
cities and small villages of 
54 African nations. They 
represent hundreds of dif- 
ferent cultures and speak 
over 1,000 different lan- 
guages. They are 
Christians, Muslims, and 
practitioners of indigenous 
belief systems. They work 
as community leaders, pro- 
fessionals, wage earners, 
agricultural laborers, and 
in household enterprises. 
Many women in Africa 
also face political conflict 
and barriers to education, 
healthcare, economic 
opportunity, and basic 
human rights. The experi- 
ences of contemporary 
African women are as 
diverse, sophisticated, and 
challenging as their many 
histories. 

Many of the forms repre- 
sented in the exhibition 
were intended to be worn, 
danced, handled, or dis- 
played in living contexts 
and dynamic situations. 
Some are still in use in 
Africa today, while others 
have been replaced by con- 
temporary forms.

art is innovative and 
always changing. 

Dr. Felicia Bell, director 
of the Rosa _ Parks 
Museum, said Rosa Parks 
took a particular interest in 
injustice in Africa, espe- 
cially dedicating her time 
to fighting South African 
apartheid. She protested 
this racist and segregation- 
ist system with other 
human rights leaders in 
Washington, D.C. in 1984. 
In 1990, she helped wel- 
come Nelson and Winnie 
Mandela to Detroit when 
they visited the United 
States after his release 
from prison. Mandela told 
Parks that she had sus- 
tained him during his long 
imprisonment. Today, peo- 
ple in Africa and around 
the world continue to look 
to the example of Rosa 
Parks and the American 
Civil Rights Movement in 
their ongoing struggles 
against injustice, inequity, 
and oppression. 

Donald Kole graduated 
from Boston University in 
1952 and served in the US 
Army. In 1954, he joined 
his wife Kaye’s father in 
business at Savannah’s 
Bay Street Lumber 
Company.

Donald Kole has an avid 
interest in African art.
